A Brief Memoir. 

Tho Evening Telegraph is no more. 
Tbo vulodictory address of tbo editor 
appeared yesterday, and tbo organ 
througb which a Bmall and anything 
but solcct knot of politicians wero in- 
spired will inspiro thorn no longer. 
Far bo it from us to Bay ono word in 
disparagomont of tho young rnon who 
ombarkod tboir all in tho ontorpriso 
and ^Ybo bavo failed in tho undertak- 
ing. They launched their frail bark 
on tho troubled witters of Public 
Opinion, and tho vossol has foundored 
at soa with all on board. Tho troublo 
with our defunct cotomporary has 
boon that it aimed to bocotno tho 
mouthpiece of a faction or cabal, in- 
stead of tho organ (as it claims to bavo 
been) of tho People. Tho Evening 
Telegraph foil into bad hubits whon it 
first appeared, and it remained 
under tho bareful inlluonco of those 
habits down to tho vory day of its 
death. Whon tho 'Telegraph was first 
i&suod it was under happy auspioos. 
Tbo Island was thou about to pass 
into tho hands of British Columbia ; a 
now order of things was about to bo 
inaugurated, with a now Governor 
nnd a now sot of officials ; old party 
linos wore obliterated, and old wounds 
wero boing hoaled. Friends came for- 
ward on ovory side with advortiso- 
monts and job-printing, and, if wo mis- 
tako not, it oven enjoyed a portion oi 
that " official patronage " which it un- 
justly accuses us of having monopo- 
lized. Affairs went on swimmingly 
for a timo, and everything botokoned 
a long and prosperous careor. Per- 
haps no papor bus uvor appeared in 
the Colony with a more promising 
futuro; and certainly nouo has mot 
with a more disastrous ond. Its edi- 
tor, a man of much talent as a writer, 
yot lacking sadly in judgment, has pur- 
sued a course that can only bo attrib~ 
utcd to tho influonco of bad advico 
upon a mind that possossos no fixed 
\ ; political principles. aNovor has a nows- 
I papor so persistently outraged the 
loyal feelings of a peoplo in whoso 
midst it baa been allowod to appear; 
and never has a journal so porsistontly 
worked against tho bost interests of 
the Colony, as our dead neighbor. In-, 
stead of taking warning at tho popular 
Btorm which it must bavo Boon was 
rising on ovory eido, it baa floundered 
on in its iniquity, until it lias at length 
mot with a well deserved fate. 
"Honesty is tho bost policy" for 
nowspapors as well as individuals; 
and tbo journal or porson that loses 
sight of this truism and plunges into 
a courso of dishonesty and doublo- 
doaling, will surely como to tbo ground. 
In his valedictory, tho editor of tho 
Telegraph hints at tho " official patron, 
ago " and tbo " mercantile support " 
which, ho says, tho Colonist has on- 
joyed ; but consoles himself with tho 
reflection that tho "Peoplo" havo 
boon with bira. With rospect to tho 
" official patronage," wo can truthfully 
Bay that tho largo sum of §450 for 
printing and advertising bus bcon rei 
coivod by us from tho Governuiont 
during tho past six months, and that 
a largo portion of this was contract 
work, in competition for which tho 
Telegraph had an equal opportunity 
with oursclvos So much for the 
enormous "official patronage" by 
moans ot which this journal has boon 
kopt alivo. To tho second cbargo, of 
having enjoyed tho support of tbo 
" morcantilo classos," wo plead guilty, 
and so long as wo pursue a straight* 
forward courso on every public quo.s* 
tiou, wo shall look for a continuance 
of that support, a sbaro of which our 
decoasod cotomporary might easily 
bavo commanded had it boon more 
under tho control of won having the 
interests of tho Colony ut heart, than 
under that of a designing cabal. All 
aro familiar with tho fablo of the 
donkey that arrayed hiit.i.clt in n lion's 
fikin and wont about personating the 
king of .boasts until his bray botrayod 
bis true character. So tho false teach, 
ors of political oconoiny who had tho 
Telegraph under tboir thumbs, with an 
assurance only equalled by that of 
tboir nssinino predecessor— while striv- 
ing for placo and powor and claiming 
to rcprosont tbo dear "Peoplo," whom 
thoy caressed with ono hand androbbed 
of tboir rights with tho other — wore 
betrayed by their own stupidity. It 
is an insult to tho intelligence of tho 
Peoplo of Victoria to say that tho 
Telegraph represented thorn. Unci it 
dono so, it wot.: I not to-day bo num- 
bered with tho long list of newspapers 
that havo " gono tbo way of all flesh " 
in this Colony in the last eight years. 
It is equally an insult to tho Peoplo 
of tbo Colony to assort that thoy will 
longor submit to tbo diotation of a 



disroputablo cliquo— ono half of whom 
aro actuated by a leeliug of disap* 
pointed ambition, and tho other half 
by a fooling of hostility to British 
Institutions. Our cotomporary bewails 
tho loss of population, but fails to ac- 
knowledge tho part it has takon in 
driving peoplo out of tho Colony with 
roorbacks about our " despotic Gov- 
ernment" and tho beauties of tho 
American systom of Government as 
compared with our own — statomcnts 
that bavo driven many from our 
shores. -But perhaps wo aro saying 
too muoh of a fallon advorsary. It is 
a good old English rulo " nevor to 
strike a man after ho is down," and 
wo havo ondoavorcd to doal with tho 
Telegraph as tondorly as circumstancos 
would admit, while pointing out tho 
causes which lod to its downfall. 
If its miserablo ond will but " point a 
moral and adorn a talo" for tho guid- 
ance of papers that in more prosper- 
ous times than tho present may riso 
upon tho ashes of our decoasod cotom- 
porary, it can safely bo said that it 
has not livod in vain. Wo wish it 
well understood that wo bear tho 
late conductors of tho Telegraph no ill- 
will; and that in alluding to tboir 
misfortune wo aro simply acluatodby a 
dosiro to rofuto a falso impression 
which tho valedictory article sought to 
convey to tho public, and to hold its 
lato up as a solemn warning to any 
newspaper that may bo disposed to 
follow in its footstops.

A Uusbaud Kills his Wife and Friend 

A despatch lo lho Chicago 7t'mej, dated 
Coflwater, Michigan, November -lib, ?ays : 
One of tho most shocking tragedies which 
lias ever disgraced ihe pages of history was 
perpetrated here tast night. It was a mur- 
der ol lho greatest enormity, and was the 
result of u long meditated and cobl blooded 
calculation . The victims were Mrs Ebonezer 
Leach nnd a young law student named Geo. 
O. Brown, recently from the University of 
Michigan. The murderer was Ebeoezer 
Loach, husband to the murdered woman. 
The (acts of the case and the cause of this 
most cruel and unjustifiable act, areas fol« 
lows ; 

About four years ago Loach soperated 
from bis wife. Incompatibility of temper 
was tho causo ol their feperation. Tho wife 
then opened a small milliner shop, and lho 
proliis supported her until the day of her 
death. Leach was an idle, worthless fellow 
nnd followed the trade of carpentering and 
joining for a living. Though the man re- 
nounced the society of bis wife, and had 
withdrawn from her his protection, yet be 
scanned her actions with no casual eye. Of 
late be has continually watched her. Oeorgo 
O. Brown and Mr Holcomb were the first 
persons in Coldwater who aroused his jeal- 
ousy and angry passions. Four weeks since 
he met Holcomb and after a lew words of 
expostulation, drew a revolver and throotoncd 
to shool him. He was not quick enough, 
however, and Holcomb suoceoded in wresting 
tho weapon from bis grasp. Since tbo date 
of Ibis event Loach repeatedly monanced the 
two objects of his jealousy ; but, us ihe man 
was most despised, no heed was given to liis 
threats. Last night tbo two men above 
named were at Mrs Leach's shop. When 
ubout to go home — she lived with hor father 
Mr Dougherty, about half a milo distant — 
she reouosted one of them to accompany hor. 
Brown accepted tho invitation and tho Iwo 
skirted off. Mrs Loach, it appears, stood in 
fear of hor husband, ami it was on this ac- 
count moro than any other that she requested 
protection. When the two had walked up 
Chicago street as far us the Oriental Hotel 
they wore overtaken by Lead). Ho was not 
observed by ihem, and thoy received no fore- 
bodings of lho lerriblo fate until too lato to 
prevent it. Leach, with D revolver in his 
hand, stepped up within lour leet of Brown, 
aimed the pistol ut him and fired. Slartlod 
by tbeJVeport of the weapon, Mrs Leach 
turned round and faced tier freinzod husband 
Before a word was ullereU ho tired at her, 
and scarce two minutes tiad elapsed from 
Ihe opening of this uwlul drama till two of 
its principal actors lay on tbo ground in the 
agonies ol death. 

Tho discharge of the pistol aroused the 
neighborhood. A crowd of oxciled noople 
immediately gathered around, and tho mur- 
derer was secured. The wife's father arrest- 
ed Leach. 

On examining the wounds of tho victims 
of this horrid tragedy, it was found that both 
must prove fatal. Airs Leuch was shot in 
lho breast, one inch bolow the left nipple; tho 
ball peuetrutod tho heart und causing almost 
instant death. Brown received tho fatal 
missile on Ihe lelt side. It onlored below tbo 
tenth rib, penetrating tho body, and camo 
out bolwoen lho sevonte and eighth rib. Ho 
was removed lo his houao, but died within 
20 miniilea after being shot.

The American missionary, Mr II. S. Jessup. 
writing from Beirut, Sept. 3d, thus alluded 
to tho movement : " Wo are all distressed at. 
lho news of tbo coming of a colony of 
Americans from Maine lo nettle at Jafla. The 
CuubuI ut Jurusaloin has written lo Mr 
Seward to dissuade the deluded peoplo from 
such an insuno undertaking ; but they will 
not bo dissuaded. Nothing less than tho 
sacred soil will >atisly them. They will find 
tho Turkish Covernment suspicious, and opn 
posed to them at every step. Once outside 
of Jaffa gardens tho plain is frequented by 
tho Bedouin, and they will find the Holy 
Land too bot for thorn iu moro senses than 
ono. It seems sud that sober reason could 
not havo reached thorn. May the Lord have 
mercy on thorn. An accurate account of the 
visionarios who bavo made similar raids on 
the Holy Land during this century, either as 
individuals or in companies, would bo one of 
tho most astouudiug buoks ever written. But 
ihis down-east attempt to get further oast 
bids fair lo cap tbo climax."

District No. 3 took place ou Tuesduy at noon. 
Mr Llood proposod Mi Soulbgate amid vocif- 
erous cheers, ami thero being no other candi- 
date, a show of hands, showing thai gentle- 
man's universal popularity, was taken, and 
Mr Soulbgalo was declared duly elecled. Mr 
K. Dunsmuir returned thanks ou behalf of the 
absent member "select." The Nanaimoiies 
aro somewhat exercised ovor their deputation 
with an address to be presented to Ihe Gov- 
ernor during bis brief slay last week at 
Nanaimo receiving, as they consider, the cold 
shoulder. His Excellency excused hiuisoll 
on the score of ill health and its being wel 
and late at night, asking Mr Dunsmuir, one 
of Ihe deputation, to apologise to the people 
for him, and to forward the address through 
the Council ho had appointed — Mr Frank lyn 
or Mr Southgato. The trouble was, accord- 
ing to Mr Frauklyn, that the address was no! 
sent in the proper way " through the official 
channel." A public meeting was held at 
which some rather sever!) strictures were 
passed, Bomo gentlemen pronouncing the 
Governor's conduct " inexcusable and a direct 
insult to ihe people" ; another urging lhat the 
address bo put into tho fire. It was finally 
decided, ou molion of the Rev. Mr Jamicson, 
while expressing disappointment at tho re* 
ception of the deputation, lo forward the ail 
dross by mafl with a copy of the resolution. 
Tho half-yearly examination of tho Nanaimo 
School took place on Friduy. Rev Mr Jamie- 
eon congratulated Mr Bryant, tho teacher, on 
the progress made by the scholars. Mr 
Macmorran had his left hami severely ii jured 
on Friday by being caught iu a block eon- 
Docted with the pit machinery. The foro» 
finger was lorn off and the remaining fingers 
badly lacerated. All was quiet at Comox. 

Entehtainmknt to Sunday- School Cuil» 
drb.n — Tho children of the Sunday School 
oonnecled with the Cathedral Church were 
entertained at the Collegiate School building 
on Friday evening last by the clergy and 
teachers. Tho children sat down at four 
o'clock to tea, cuke and confectionery, after 
which they, with olher members of the 
church, adjourned to the school room and 
witnessed exhibitions of a sacred and in- 
structive character from a magic lantern, loot, 
we believe, by the Bishop of Columbia, who 
was present with bis lady, together with 
a number of visitors, the school room 
being crowded. Tho children wera addressed 
and exhorted kindly and affectionately by 
his Lordship the Bishop, the Dunn, and Rev. 
Mr Garrett. Appropriate music accompanied 
the exhibition of tho magic lantern, and tho 
proceedings closed with a Christmas carol 
by the young oties.
